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Feature  of  Issue:   .HOGS  AND  PORK  PRODUCTS 


CROP  PROSPECTS 

Wheat  harvesting  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere  is  nearing  completion  and 
conditions  continue  satisfactory  in  both  Argentina  and  Australia.    The  new 
crop  ia  Uruguay  is  reported  to  be  inferior  In  quality  to  that  of  last  year. 

WINTER  SEEDINGS 

Wheat 

The  first  estimate  of  the  Indian  wheat  acreage,  just  received  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  from  the  Indian  Department  of  Statis- 
tics,brings  the  total  of  11  countries  reported  to  date  up  to  109,^^5tOOO 
acres  against  105,703,000  acres  for  the  same  countries  last  year,  an  increase 
of  3.7^2,000  acres  or  3,5  per  cent. 

The  Indian  acreage  at  this  time  is  given  as  31,^^tOOO  acres,  an  in- 
crease of  nearly  5  P^**  cent  over  the  30,203,000  acres  reported  at  the  same 
time  last  year  and  about  1,5  per  cent  above  the  final  estimate  of  31,172,000 
acres. 

Variable  teraperattires  are  reported  in  Soviet  Russia  during  the  first 
part  of  January  follov/ing  heavy  snovrstorms.    This  may  result  in  considerable 
resowing. 

Corn 

The  nev  corn  crop  of  Uruguay  v/ill  probably  be  just  sufficient  to  meet 
the  countrya'  home  requirements,  according  to  a  nrivate  report.    Good  rains  are 
reported  throu^out  South  Africa  and  the  outlook  for  the  corn  crop  in  the 
Transvaal  is  promising.    The  condition  of  the  corn  crop  in  Argentina  is  favor- 
able but  since  much  of  the  crop  was  sown  late  the  crop  is  not  yet  safe  from 
possible  damage  by  drought. 

Potatoes 

The  potato  acreage  in  New  Zealand  for  192U-25  is  officially  estimated 
to  be  2U,000  acres  compared  with  21,000  acres  the  final  estimate  for  I923-2U, 
If  the  yield  should  equal  the  average  of  the  laet  five  years  the  production 
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from  this  acreage  vro-old  amo-^ont  to  5,000,000  bushels  compared  T'ith  3, 9^1,000 
bushels  harvested  in  1923-2'4. 

COTTOU 

The  192^-25  cotton  crop  of  Brazil  is  estimated  to  l>e  605,000  hales 
of  Uyg  pounds  net,  according  to  a  commercial  report,  rhich  is  an  increase 
of  29,000  "bales  or  five  per  cent  over  the  revised  official  estimate  for 
1923-2U  of  575,930  Dales. 

OILSEEDS 

The  third  forecast  of  the  Burma  pe8,nut  crop  places  this  acreage  at 
i4l6,500  acres,  compared  T.'ith  UOO,SOC  acres  previously  reported.    This  is  25^ 
more  than  the  acreage  reported  at  this  time  last  year.    Burma  during  the  last 
5  years  has  produced  13.7^  of  the  total  Indian  crop. 

FRUITS 

The  Union  of  South  Africa  expects  a  "b-omper  fruit  crop  in  132h-2^, 
according  to  Consul  J.  I.  Foole  at  Cape  To^'.'n,  South  i\f rica.  Increased 
shipments  of  deciduous  fruits  are  expected  from  the  Transvaal  and  Free 
State, 

PIITAL  ESTIMATE.  OF  CANaDIAIv  7;HEAT  CP.O?  REDUCED  ALMOST 
OlS-ILy^F  FROM  1923  PRODUCTION 

The  final  estimate  of  the  Canadian  rheat  crop  is  262,000,000  hushels  or 
212,000,000  hushels  less  than  the  final  estimate  f^or  1923,  according  to  a  tele- 
gram received  "by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agric-ulture  from  the  Dominion 
Bureau  of  Statistics, 

Allowing  100,000,000  hushels  for  domestic  requirements  incMing  grain 
milled  for  flour,  seed  needed  for  next  year's  crop  and  stocks  remaining  on  hand 
August  31,  1925,  there  should  he  availaole  for  export  from  the  current  crop  about 
162,000,00c  bushels. 

From  a  crop  of  U7l].,C00,000  bushels  last  ^rear  exports  amounted  to  3'43,000,0C 
bushels.    Exports  from  the  beginning  of  the  nev^  crop  year  September  1  to  December 
31,192U,  have  amounted  to  99,000,000  bushels  compared  rith  176,000,000  bushels 
exported  during  the  corresponding  period  for  the  preceding  year. 

Canadian  flaxseed  is  finally  es-cimated  at  9,695,000  bushels  compared  ',71  th 
7,lU0,000  bushels  in  1923,  an  increase  of  j)5  per  cent. 

Oats  production  is  no-  placed  at  Ul2,000,000  bushels,  against  56U,000,000 
bushels  produced  "tn  1923;  barley  87,000,000  bushels  compared  T/ith  77,000,000 
bushels  harvested  last  year:  rye  lU, 000, 000  bushels  against  23.000,000  the 
estimate  for  1923,  and  potatoes  9^,000,000  bushels  compared  vdth  92,000,000 
the  harvest  for  last  year. 
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IvIARIGT  FRCoPSCTS 

Lov^er  Prices  Paid  for  IJe'ff  Zealand  Tfool 

At  the  Invercargill,  l^e^  Zealand,  vrool  sales  of  Jan-'jary  2g,  prices 
sho^^ed  an  average  decline  cf  five  -oer  cent,  eccoraing  to  a  radiogram  from 
Consul  Hiodson  at  T'ellington.    Future  nrospects,  ho""Cver,  are  considered  to 
be  sound,  since  a  large  number  of  buyers  v;ere  competing  for  fairly  large 
offerings  of  good  quality  and  Tiell  grov.Ti.    Low  country  V7ool  is  said  to  sho77 
the  effects  of  a  'iry,  dusty  summer. 

Market  for  American  Au-oles  in  Rotterdam 

By  giving  more  attention  to  the  seasonal  demands  and  to  crop 
conditions  in  TJestern  Europe,  exporters  'of  American  ap'ol^-s  to  Rotterdam 
could  expand  their  trade  --.ath  the  ITetherlands  and  the  Rhineland  for  T/hich 
Rotterdam  is  the  port  of  entry.    Fluctuating  supplies  and  uncertain  qua.lity 
retard  the  progress  of  American  fruit  in  that  market. 

Slight  Strengthening  of  the  British  Butter  Market  IJot  of  Great  Significance 

The  recent  firmness  of  the  British  butter  markets  is  rather  remarkable 
in  vie-'  of  the  heavjr  shipments  at  hand  and  in  -orospect,  and  of  continued  lo-^ 
prices  in  markets  of  the  United  States.    i-Tot^-ithstanding  the  slight  general 
rise  in  butter  iDrices  at  the  end  of  January,  the  foreign  situation,  as  present- 
ed elsev'here  in  this  issue,  is  such  as  can  not  be  eicpectcd  to  continue  as  a 
strengthening  influence  ir  our  butter  market. 

American  l.Ieat  in  rlungar.^^ . 

The  effort  to  reduce  living  costs  in  Budariest  has  resulted  in  plans 
to  im-oort  frozen  meat  and  lard  over  a  series  of  three  or  four  months,  accord- 
ing to  TiJ .  S.  Reineck,  American  Consul  at  that  city.    Directors  of  the  campaign 
against  high  prices  state  that  American  meat  can  pay  all  charges  and  still 
sell  at  a  price  20  per  cent  lower  than  that  asted  for  Hungarian  meat, 

Washington  potatoes  in  British  ColuT.bia 

I'ith  Yakima  Gems  quoted  in  Vancouver  at  $53.00  per  ton  on  January  12 
and  a  ner  rise  imminent  rtotato  dealers  in  British  Corombia  are  placing  large 
orders  in  Washington  State,  according  to  Harold  S.  Terrell,  American  Consul 
at  Vancouver.    The  report  states  fiurther  than  on  December  3I.  192^^  there 
•'nere  only  2,750  tons  of  potatoes  in  storage  in  Vancouver  and  ^jh  tons  in 
Victoria  against  3»2C9  and  576  tons  respectively  on  December  3I.  1923.  It 
is  said  that  inferior  seed  resulted  in  this  year's  light  crop  of  poor 
keeping  quality  in  British  Columbia.

THE  7J0RLD  PORK  SITUATION.  -  V^orld  -production  and  trade  in  pork  and 
pork  products  d^Jiring  ISlU.vras  nearly  eqr^l  to  the  record  fig'-o'e^s  for  the  year 
1923,    The  outstanding  development  of  the  year  in  the  world  pork  situation 
was  the  beginniiig  of  the  dovmward  swing  of  oroduction  in  the  United  States. 
ErLrorean  countries  generally  maintpined  and  increased  pork  production  through- 
out the  year.  ■  . 

Further  expansion  in  hog  production  during  1925  seems  likely  in  Great 
Britain  and  possibly  in  Germany.    The  indicacions  ar-i  'Chat  Denrr.ark  and  probably 
the  Netherlands  will, produce  fewer  hoffs  in  1925.     Ireland  is  already  .showing  a 
downward  trend.    High  prices  of  feed  stuffs  relative  to  prices  of  hogs  will  be 
a  retarding  factor  upon.f-orther  expansion  of  production  during  the  coming  year. 

■  The  m.ost  significant  change  in  international  trade  in  pork  products 
during  I92U  has  been  the  decline  in  American  exrorts  in  meats.    This  decrease, 
however,  has  been  nearly  made  up  by  larger  e^qoorts  from  Denmark,-  Canada, 
the  Netherlands,  and  Ireland. 

TBE  BUTTER  SITUATION.  -  1  year  ago  the  ^-orld  butter  situation  was 
decidedly  weak.    The  unemected  revival  of  a  heavy  dem.and  from  Germany  brought 
much  iiTOrovement  durin--  the  latter  part  of  the  year.    Now,  however,  with  the  _ 
-oromise'of  greater  su.D-lies  from  the  Southern  Hemis-ohere  the  market  is  beginning 
to  show  a  lack  of  strength  and  American  markets  are  threatened  with  imports  from 
abroad.

The  outstanding  develop:nent  •  of  the  yesr,  from  a  v^orld  stand-ooint,  has 
been  the  beginning  of  a  dovntrard  s"v^ing  in  production  in  the  United  States,  with 
its  attendant  rise  in  prices  of  pork  products  and  the  cui'tailment  of  exTiorts. 
European  countries  generally  maintained  and  increased  pork  production  throughout 
the  year,  several  of  the  surplus  producing  nations  reaching  the  highest  fig'ares 
in  their  histoiT,  although  certain  deficit  areas  remained- still  considerably  , 
beloT^^  ■ore-;7av,    Denmrjic  siaugiitered  in  export  siatighterhouses  1/   slightly  over 
U  million  hogs  compared  ;7i-:h  'jX  m.i  11  ion' last  year,  and  2.5  million  before  the 
^:?or.    The  lletherlands  ox-portud  over  5O  per  cent  more  pork  to  the  United  .Kingdom 
than  in  I923,  Canada,  35  to  kO  per  cGiit  m.ore,  and  Ireland  and  S-^eden  both 
considerably  more.    Tho  in'spoctrd  slaughter  of  hogs  in  Germany  is  estimated 
to  have  increased  from  5,7^6,000  last  year  to  9,700,000  in  132k, 

Continued  increase  in  foreign  pork  Torcdaction  does  not  seem  likely,  hovjever 
excer)t  in  Great  Britain  and  possibly  in  Germany.  Denriiark,  Netherlands,  Great 
Britain  and  Iieland  rroducsd' m^re  hogs  in  192^^  than  ev^r  before.  Further  expansio 
ho7;ev9r  is  not  considered  possible,  economically,  by  many  observers.  The  occurren 
of  a  dov/nv;ard  cffing  of  production  ir  the  United  States,  moreover,  reflects  unfavor 
able  relationshios  betv;cen  prices  of  fe^d  and  hogs  rhich  are  usually  ■'.7c rid  \7ide  in 
character.  Sm.all3r  production  in  the  United  States  has  al'^ays  been  folloTred  in 
the  past  by  a  similar  development  abi-oad. 

The  first  indication  of  such  a  develODrcent  is  no-'  to  be  seen  in  the  downwar 
trend  of  t)rcdv.ction  in  Trf  lard  during  rodent  m.cnths^     This  tendency  is  not  yet 
apparent  in  other  EurupGa;i  countries,  but  seems  likely  to  shcT^  up  in  certpin 
countries  during  coming  mc!)ths.    Hogs  '.".'^re  uvprof  itable  in  Lormark  during  the 
first  half  ox  192U,  and  tho  cens^us  iig-av>j3  fo'i  Jv..ly  192U  rjvealed  a  7  per  cent 
decrease  in  t-cvs  as  v/all  a^  a  slight  d^croasa  in  young  pigr, .    The  price  situation 
improved  during  the  fall,  but  recent  rises  in  feoubtui'fs  have  removed  much  of 
the  gain.    In  Germany,  the  outlook  is  more  uncertain.    The  -uctato  crop  vras  very 
large  this  year  and  poor  in  q-j.niicy,  vhile  tha  percentage  of  lov  grade  barley  . 
was  unusually  high  v/ith  the  re•J^^lt  that  tho  Eolation  bat-con  nrices  of  feeds  and 
hogs  v;as  favorable  for  increasaihog  piodo.ction  during  -che  fall  months.    Uith  feed 
prices  rising  and  hog  prices  declining  this  rola-.iion  has  ]ieeiri  grov'ing  loss  favor- 
able since  October,  honever,  and  food  grai:i  prioos  in  Jan-.ory  has  been  unfavorable 
for  increased  hog  production,  7iiile  notato  prices  are  apr)roaching  that  iDOint. 
This  ^"ould  seem  to  indicate  ccnsidera'Dly  less  emphasis  on  building  up  hex-ds  during 
1925,  i-ith  the  possibility  that  a  decrease  might -even  take  -ol8.ee. 

In  Great  Britain,  further  ex-pansion  seems  r^ossible  during  .1925,  but  high 
prices  for  feedstuff s  '"ill  be  a  retarding  factor,    nidespread,  agitation  for  in- 
creased production  of  hogs  had  the  apparent  result  of  a  I3  per  cent  increase  in 
the  number  of  so'ts  lzex>t  for  breeding,  according  to  the  census  of  June  192U,  Mar- 
ketings have  been  about  normal  sinco  that  time,    production  in  Uetherlands  is 
affected  by  the  same  factors  influencing  production  in  Denmark.    Unus-aally  heavy 
shipments  to  England  dm  iug  recent  months  seem  to  indicate  some  reduction  in  herds 
a  fact  7rhich  '^rould  be  likely  to  sho^^  up  during  1^25-

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THE  WORLD  POBK  SITUATION  -  COIIT'D. 


The  most  sifrnif icant  change  in  intex'national  trade  in  Toork  products  during 
132k  has  "been  the  decline  in  Aim-rican  exports  of  'xeat  in  the  last  half  of  the 
year^     Our  exports  of  bacon,  and  hair.s  amounted  to  only  638  million  pounds  for  the 
year  compared  vrith  829  million  in  1923,    The  decline  was  due  chiefly  to  the  decreaf 
in  ei:x>ort3  to  the  United  Kin^vdom.,  although  trade  vriih  ocher  coruitries  vae  generally 
smaller.    Our  ejxorts  of  laxrd.  also  fell,   out  to  a  much  less  extent,  or  from 
1,055  million  to  ^hh  million  pounds. 

The  decrease  in  exnorts  of  meat  products  from  the  United  States  v/as  almost 
entirely  m^ade  up  hy  a  laiger  e:cport  from  other  surplus  .producing  countries,  ^  the 
greatest  gam  in  this  respect,  according  to  preliminary  figures,  occurring  in^ 
exports  from.  Denmark,  with  Canada  a  close  second,  and  the  Netherlands  and  Ireland 
also  fig-aring  to  an  important  extent.     The  decrease  in  American  exports  of  lard 
Y/as  due  to  generally  smaller  exports  to  practically  all  markets,  although  our 
largest  customers,  Germany  and  the  United  Kingdom, took  slightly  m.ore  than  last  year. 

Prices  for  hogs  and  pork  products  the  -7orld  over  have  reacted  to  the  upward 
s^7ing  in  the  United  States.    Prices  in  British  markets,   in  fact,  tegan  moving  up 
fully  tvQ  months  ahead  of  the  movement  in  this  coxjntry  -  largely  it  has  been  stated, 
as  a  result  of  the  outlook  at  that  time  for  decreased  production  in  the  United 
States  later  on.    The  upvrard  movement  continued  until  October,   and  then  dropped 
off  to  some  extent  until  near  the  end  of  the  year.    Prices  of  products  have  since 
im:Droved  but  hog  prices  at  present  are  stationary.

The  changing  relation  of  prices  of  butter  on  the  London  market  to  the  price? 
in  i)Ier/  York  are  of  greet  interest*.     Since  early  If  st  sui-TCer  foreign  iT,arke^  condi- 
tions ha.ve  been  on  the  whole  a  stren:,thening  fc^ctor  in  our  domestic  ma.rkets  in  a 
situation  other\7ise  lacking  in  strength,     rlow  v;ith  domestic  conditions  improving, 
the  foreign  situation  threatens  to  become  again  a,  depressing  factor.     'The  remark- 
able recoverj^  of  the  German  demand  for  butter  in  the  past  ^^ear  has  relieved  the 
markets  of  the  United  States  of  imports  from.  Ijenmark,  and  has  so  strengthened  the 
British  markets  as  to  relieve  the  United  States  of  imports  of  British  colonial 
butter.     JIow,  hov^ever,  v/ith  little  further  to  be  e:xpected  in  im.rediate  im.proveraent 
of  foreign  demand  for  butter,  there  is  a  promise  of  greater  supplies  from  the  Brit- 
ish colonies  of  the  Southern  hemisphere. 

The  price  of  butter  in  Her/  York  is  nov!  abnormrlly  low  for  the  season,  and 
is  loT/er  by  comparison  than  foreign  markets.-    The  price  of  92  score  butter  during 
Decem.ber  averaged  10^  lover  than  a  year  ago,  '-'hile  Danish  cutter  in  London  ivas 
higher  than  e  year  ago.     As  Comprred  with  pre-v/ar  December  prices,  ^Myi  York  vas 
only  10^  higher,  'vhile  prices  in  London  r-ere  r^arly  tr/ice  that  much  higher.  In 
December  a.  year  ago  butter  in  Eev  York  was  so  much  higher  than  in  London,  that  it 
attracted  imports  into  the  United  States  am.ounting  during  the  month  to  3 > 000, 000 
pounds-     By  the  end  of  I92U  the  llev,-  Yorkmp.rket  had  become  so  depressed  by  domestic 
supplies  as  to  be  fully       be  lev  London,  \?hen  Danish  butter  is  compared  with  92 
score  in  Jev/  York.     See  Charts  1  and  2  on  page  II3.     ^.t  the  present  date,  recording 
to  cabled  informa.tion  from  the  ^jnerican  Agricultural  Commissioner  in  London,  tbe 
price  difference  in  fa.vor  of  London  has  nearly  disappeared,  and  the  report  reaches 
us  that  one  of  the  shiploads  of  New  Zealand  butter  now  afloat  is  consigned  option- 
ally to  London  or  hew  York. 

Re  cove  ry  of  G-eman  Demai.nd  Dux  ing  Past  Year 

Too  much  emphasis  cannot  be  laid  upon  the   importance  of  the  develorjment  in 
German  buying,  and  its  effect  upon  the  foreign  m.Tket.     German  imports  near  the  end 
of  1923  became  of  increasing  importance  until  by  .-.ugust  132k  monthly  importations 
were  exceeding  those  of  pre-war  years.     In  'Cctober  lo, 000,000  pounds  of  butter  were 
imported,  a  quantity  ..^reater  than  any -previous  month  in  recent  years.     November  ^im- 
ports amounted  to  12,551,229  pounds,  making  a  total  for  ele^/en  months  of  102,4bo,0C 
pounds.     'The  apnarent  explanation  of  the  increase  in  German  buying  is  to  be  fo^ond  i 
the  stabilization  of  the  currency  and  the  increase  in  real  wages  and  purchasing  po"^ 
of  German  con^amers.     See  chart  on  page  Ilk.     The  German  p^orchases  were  made  chief  1  ' 
from  Denmark  and  the  Netherlands,   supplemented  by  Russia.     Denmark  alone  exported  t 
Germany  in  Novem.ber  5,557,000  nounds,  which  was  29;^^  of  'the  total  exports  from  that 
country  in  the  m.onth.     Danish  butter  continues  under  such  circumstances  in  a  very 
strong  position  in  the  British  martets  as  compared  with  Colonial  butter. 

Sou  the  rn  Hemisphere  Jov  Producin.-  Heavily. 

The  diversion  of  Danish  butter  to  Germany  left  the  British  markets  more  to 
Argentina..,  Australia  and  Hew  Zealand.     The  strength  of  the  British  market  has  been 
sufficient  thus  far '  to  take  all  the  butter  from  these  sources  at  prices  equal  to  or 
above  the  New  York  market.     It  must  not  be  overlooked,  however,  -that-  the  countries 
in  the  Southern  hemisphere  have  just  passed  through  the  season  of  low  production 
into  a  season  of  the  highest  iDroduction  of  the  year.     In  .Australia,  where  productior 
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vsries  greatly  with  the  season  and  the  weather,  the  season  is  nov;  at  its  height, 
and  there  is  thus  far  a  record  output  aioparently  douQle  that  of  the  same  season 
lest  year  ^-'hen  severe  droui^ht;  nrevail.^d.'    Daring  the  last  seasonal  year,   the  ex- 
ports of.  butter  from  Australia  amounted  to  only  6s, 000,000  pounds,  against 
131,000,000  riounds  f:.on  Liav/  Zealand,     '^anti'cie?  afloat  at  the  OTesent  time  are 
almost  as  large  from  Australia  as  from  He--;  Zealand,   totalling  U6, 000,000  pounds 
from  Australia  against  56,000,000  po-ands  from  l^ev^  Zealand.     This  record  is  "being 
made,  not'-'ithstanding  the  fact  that  during  the  four  ;r.onths  Augus'-  -  J;Iovember  of 
the  season  of  132U-25  there  ^^as  an  increase  of  20,j  over  a  year  ago  in  the  butter 
graded  for  export  from  Mew  Zealand. 

■The  expansion  in  production  of  outter  in  Argentina  seems  to  he  checked 
for  this  season  by  a  drought  vhich  prevailed  until  late  in  December.  Beneficial 
rains  have  since  fallen  over  the  nost  productive  areas,  and  some  recovery  from 
the  "grass  fai.iine"  may  be  expected  to  result,     Lven  x.'ith  such  a  check,  e^qjcrts 
of  butter  during  I92U,  according  to  semi-official  figures,  a^nounted  to  65, '4  23, 000 
pounds  as  comnared  vdth  67,502, 000  pounds  a  year  ago. 

Large  European  Supolie s 

Increased  dairj^  production  is  to  be  noted  also  in  Europe  generally,  the 
Irish  Free  State  vdth  .a  slight  decrease  in  exports  last  year  being  at  -present 
a^oparently  the  only  exception.     Lven  Russia,  according  to  the  follo'-ing  figures 
recently  published  in  the  Danish  Dutter  Journal  (  Smor  Tidende)   is  already  veil 
on  its  way  to  recovery  of  its  exceedingly  irnoortant  export  trade.     In  this  pro- 
cess aid  is  already  being  given  by  advances  of  foreign  capital.

Even  in  Great  Britain,   the  greatest  of  all  foreign  consuming  centers, 
dairy  production  is  manifesting  a  most  healthy  gro"-vth.     Prices  of  cereals  there 
averaged  lover  in  I92U  than  during  the  nre-^-ious  3'ear  and  cattle  were  increased  in 
number  until  on  June  k,  192*4  there  were  5,294,000,  an  increase  as  compared  with 
1923  of  71,000,  and  373,000  more  than  in  I92I.     Relatively  more  dairy  cattle  vere 
kept  than  other  cattle,  the  dairy  herd  of  England  and  Wales  being  larger  on  June 
^,  192^  than  in  any  previous  year,  numbering  2,663,000  against  2,  615 ,000  e  year  ago 
and  2,oUl,000  as  the  average  of  the  ten  years  preceding  the  v;ar.     The  significance 
of  this  development  lies,  of  coui-se,   in  the  fact  that  Great  Britain's  home  -orot.uc- 
tion  provides  one-half,  more  or  less,  of  the  dairy  products  consujued. 

American  i Id I'ke t s  ivlo'v  Threa tened  by  Imports 
Butter  imports  into  the  United  ^States  v/ere  hea-\;^'  during  the  early  part 
of  the  oast  year,  and  it  is  Ifjrgely  because  of  the  German  demrnd  and  seasonal 
scarcity  of  British  supuly  that  they  have  oeen  negligible  in  recent  mOnths.  The 
foreign  trade  of  the  United  States  in  all  daiiy  products  during  the  year  just  ended 
is  shown,  iii  •  the  table  belov/,  together  "i  th  the  trade  of  preceding 
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years.     It  w5.11  Ids  seen  that  on.  the,  "basis,  of  the  total  estimated  milk 
equivalent  of  all  dairy  prod.ucts .  the  Unied' States  is,  as  it  was  last  year 
and  just  "before  the  war,  already'on  an  import  "basis.

U.  S.  EXPORTS  OF  DAIRY  PRODUCTS  AND  EGGS 

While  for  previous  months  U.  S.  exports  of  canned  milk  have  exceeded 
those  of  1923.  total  shipments  to  foreign  countries  for  the  period  July- 
December  I92U  amounted  to  only  102  million  pounds  as  compared  with  107 
million  pounds  for  the  same  six  months  of  1923-  This  decline  was  accounted 
for  "by  a  decided  falling  off  in  December  exports  of  .condensed  and  evaporated 
milk,  which  was  largely  due  to  a  decrease  in  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom. 

During  this  same  period,  the  United  States  was  ah" exporter  rather 
than  an  importer  of  butter,  exports  exceeding  im-oorts '  by' three  million 
pounds.     The  United  Kindgom  was  our  heaviest  purchaser',   taking  nearly  two 
and  a  half  million  pounds,  while  most  of  the  rem.ainder  went  to  Mexico,  Cuba, 
and  the  co-untries  to  the  South. 

The  United  Statas  imported  seven  and  a  half  million  pounds  lass 
cheese  during  July -December  I92U  than. during  the  same  period  last  year. 
Receipts  from  Italy,  Switzerland,  Canada  and  Argentina  -  our  principal 
sources  of  supply  -  were  all  considerably  under  those  of  the  corresponding 
months  a  year  ago.
